At the same time the police happened on a 
paragraph from the Free Society which 
may make more difficult the escape of Abra- 
ham Isaac Jr. from custody when his case 
is heard on Tuesday. Young Isaac, in the 
County Jail, acknowledged that he himself 
was the author of the short article, which 
ended with these words: 

All honor to the Anarchist assassin.” 

In the view of the police there is in this 
phrase evidence to prove Isaak guilty of 
conspiracy at heart if not in actual deed. 
The assassination of President McKinley, 
he says, has made a difference. He would not 
write such words now. He says he did not 
intend these words to be an inspiration for 
some one to kill the President. 

The editorial containing the words ap- 
peared in the Free Society of Aug. 11. It is 
published by Abraham’ Isaak Fr., which 
serves to implicate the elder prisoner in the 
responsibility for its publication. The edi- 
torial is as follows: 

A comrade writes to us objecting to call- 
ing Anarchist King-killers ‘ assassins,’ con- 
tending that they are much rather ‘ execu- 
tioners.’ The fact is that * execttion’ has 
become respectable, because legal; and the 
word ‘assassin’ bears no opprobrium to 
those who understand that legality does not 
constitute a moral sanction to any act. The 
evolution of the words are (7) to a certain 
extent an indicator of the evolution of ideas. 
The word ‘despot’ was once as respectable 
as ‘ Prince’ is at present; and she time will 
come when ‘ execution’ will be as odious as 

‘despotism.’ All honor to the Anarchist as- 
sassin!

Arctic Club Issues a Statement. 
Robert L. Bridgman held a conference to- 
y with other members of the Peary Arctic 
b, which fitted out the relief expedition, 
and the club, of which Morris K. Jesup is 

President, issued this statement: 

“The press is requested by the Peary. 
Arctic Relief club to deny the statement that 
Surgeon T. S. Dedrick was put ashore from 
the Peary arctic steamer Erik at Etah on 
Aug. 27. On the contrary, Dr. Dedrick left | 
the Erik at Etah against’ the wishes of Mr. 
Bridgman of the Peary Arctic club, Mr. 
Wyckoff, and Dr. Cook, who was surgéon of 
the relief expedition on the Erik. 

Dr. Dedrick declined to return south on 
the Erik, resisting every argument of the 
secretary of the club, the surgeon, end other 
members of the expedition. He insisted’ on 
remaining with the Eskimos at Etah, in spite 
of Dr. Cook’s warning that to remain in the 
arctics might be attended with serious results

Post as Surgeon Is Resigned. | 

„Pr. Dedrick left the ship fully armed. 
none of the officers of the expedition having 
any knowledge of his intentions, and after 
joining the Eskimos on shore, stated that he 
would not return to the ship and insisted that 
he would resist by force any attempt to bring 
him on board. Dr. Dedrick resigned his posi- 
tion as surgeon on Aug. 21, and his resigna- 
tiog was accepted on Aug. 24. He was direct- 
ed to return to New York on the Erik, and 
was informed that the club would pay him 
the bonus of $50 per month provided in his“ 
fontract. 

The course he has pursued can only be 
accounted for by some aberration of the 
mind. Dr. Dedrick was told that the club’ 
steamers would call for him at Etah when 
next in those waters, and he was urged to 
return to New York by steamer or by a 
whaler.”’ 


Doctor Is Declared Morbid. 


According to unofficial statements by mem- 
bers of the expedition Dr. Dedrick frequent- 
ly became morbid and on the score that he 
was being denied legitimate authority con- 
ducted. himself in such a manner as to im- 
peril the success of the expedition. It is said 
that, instead of caring for the physical needs 
of his comrades and helping them to stand 
the strain of the climate, he discouraged 
them by telling them that they were suffer- 
ing from scurvy and other diseases. This,

feminine; but when the door opened on a 
woman who might have posed for a Madon- 
na because of the oval face and gently wav- 
ing hair, the illusion was dispelled. She rose 
as though welcoming a guest into a drawing- 
room. I often feel that there must be a 
way to free the name of stenographer from 
the stigma attached to it,.“ she said, ‘* yet I 
suppose we shall have to remain classed as 
worldiy-minded creatures, who delight in 
breaking up the home and think only of the 
impression we can make upon delinquent 
husbands. I had an experience the other 
day when looking for a new boarding place. 
At one nice house where a room had been 
advertised the woman told me it was taken 
when I arrived and had given her my busi- 
ness card. However, after talking a few 
minutes she burst out, Tou don't look at 
all like the stenographers I've read about, 
and I think, perhaps, I can make room for 
you.’ I did not feel delighted with, the pros- 
pect of lifting the load of scandal rom the 
profession, but she has confided to me’since 
that she would not mind my working in her 
husband's office. I suppose she finds me 
mild and harmless—not altogether a com- 
pliment from a woman, is it? 


I do not believe girls go to work unless 
they have to, in spite of the opinion to the 
contrary, for can you imagine any worse 
drudgery than sitting all day at a desk and 
copying other people’s thoughts, legal or 
commercial thoughts at that? I found it 
necessary to support myself, and at first I 
read proof. At that time a well-lighted 


office like this, with a large oak desk and 


comfortable chair for my personal use, 
seemed a prospect of paradise. When I 
arrived at this luxurious point I found it 
after all but an accompaniment for hard 
work. Now 1 am constantly studying my 
next step up the ladder of woman’s work. 

It is because I have taken all the steps 
myself that I realize just how hard it is for 
young girls to start in business. In the first 
place they take less wages than a man. In 
one of my positions I found I was getting 
$18 a week and doing the same work as my 
predecessor, who, being a man, had earned 
$24. Another point in regard to that differ- 
ence salaries is that probably that man 
had take $18 the next time he applied for 
work. O, we shall have a race of old maids 
just because we women are doing the thing 
that seems most necessary, supporting our- 
selves in order not to be dependent upon 
brothers and fathers. If, through an or- 
ganization of some sort, we can get hold of 
the scale of wages and bring them up to the 
amount of a few years ago, we will be 
helping the men again, I doubt if the men 
will look at it in that way, however, and 
vou will hear them laughing merrily over 
the thought of ‘pretty typewriters in a 
union.“ 

I tell you,” she added, with stern neces- 
sity on one hand and mockery on the other, 
we have to keep our wits about us.” There

tion as secretary of the Stenographers’ union. 

I have had enough experience in the work 
to realize that unless it is soon organized in 
a thoroughly business way there will be a 
greater fall in wages. Hundreds of girls 
come into the city every day who have no 
right to leave home at all. In some way we 
hope to influence them. Many girls go to 
work in order to have the excitement of 
coming down-town every day; they do not 
have to pay b@ard and can spend all their 
money in lunches, clothes, and good times. 
Because they are not in earnest they take 
less salary and then—the girl who is abso- 
lutely dependent upon her earnings is forced 
to compete with these butterflies who have 
found a new garden for their erratic flights. 

We count on having our union, which is 
already organized, a nucleus of intelligent, 
carefully-trained stenographers—men and 
women. We propose to work first among the 
stenographers employed by union houses, 
where other labor is organized already, and 
where there will be no opposition to the cleri- 
cal force coming into line. Girls who think 
at all will see the value of an association 
which will stand behind them when they are 
out of employment and in need of help. 
Those who are afraid of the word ‘ union’ 
are not yet well enough informed to worry 
about. They will have to learn by hard 
knocks.”

Will Not Give Turk a Precedent.

PARIS, Sept. 21.—The imperial visit has 
attained its climax with the review and 
march past of 150,000 men, composing the 
flower of the French army, and it is impos- 
sible to exaggerate the enthusiasm which 
characterized this superb spectacle. Nich- 
olas II. and General ZakHaroff, his chief of 
staff, speak in the highest terms of the effi- 
cient state of the great fighting machine of 
their ally. Notwithstanding the essentially | 
military character of the imperial visit, there 
remains no doubt as to the pacific nature of 
the dual alliance, for there are not two more 
peacefully disposed men living than Nicholas 
II. and President Loubet. Now that the 
Franco-Russian alliance has received this 
additional sariction of its’ stability and con- 
tinuity it becomes apparent that its main 
features have undergone no change. 
Progress Is Mapped Out 
There will be advances towards commercial 
reciprocity which will facilitate the importa- 
tion into Russia of French wines, silks, and 
machinery, and it seems to be tacitly under- 
stood that a new Russian loan is likely to 
be floated on the Paris market, for the 
present famine-stricken districts in west- 
ern Russia already cause a drain upon the. 
imperial treasury. On the other hand, France 
gains stability in her foreign policy, for the 
Czar would never countenance any measures 
smacking of adventure or revenge. So the 
Russian monarchy and the French Republic 
will go hand in hand in Europe, the Levant, 
and the far East. : 
President Loubet comes forth with still 
greater prestige and popularity, and the 
Waldeck - Rousseau ministry, which came 
into existence on June 22, 1898, seems strong- 
er than ever, and, Indeed, by a propitious 
coincidence, will tomorrow, Sept. 22, have 
completed a term of two years and three 
months, thereby becoming the most long- 
lived of any of the thirty-two ministries that 
nave succeeded each other since the downfa!l 
of the Second Empire, on Sept. 4, 1870. 


Weather the Only Setback.

In fact, it.may be ques- 

tioned whether there is in ‘all the world a 

ruler more sincerely anxious for peace than 

the present Muscovite Emperor, who came 
to the throne a few years ago with strong

of arbitration, to put an end to all war. 
There has always been a disposition to ques- 
tion the good faith of Nicholas in connection

ing to the numerous contradictions between 
the pacific views which he professed and 
the aggressive policy of his government. 


But those who have any personal knowledge

to face with the European concert, which is 


bent upon putting off the break-up of the 
Turkish empire as long as possible. But 
France's quarrel with the Sultan is Russia‘s 
opportunity, and it is now able to tackle 
the Infidel with the assured support of, at 
any rate, one of the great powers of Europe.

The Trish Language.

HEN the under Henry II. invade 
Ireland in 1172 they contented themselves by gain- 
ing a foothold. It was not until 1867 that they 
showed signs of robbing Ireland of its language. 
Until about 150 years ago the inhabitants of Ireland. 
however, spoke their own language—the _ Irish—a 
branch of the Celtic or Gaelic. It was the language of 
Ireland for over. three thousand years, and today it 
is the most ancient living language of Europe. Its 
history brings us back to the dewn of ages. The 
Celts were the first of the human family to inhabit 
Europe, and the Lrish language is the purest and best 
eultivated branch of the Celtic. This language, that 

was polished, beautified, and perfected in Ireland, 

was brought from Spain 1,300 years before the 

Christian era by the sons of Milesius, Heber, and Hermon, and their mother, 
Scota. The sons of Milesius and their degcendants reigned over Ireland 
with undisputed sway for a period of 2,400 years, or to the Anglo-Norman 
invasion, A long line of pagan monarchs over Ireland for seven- 
teen centuries, with a regard for human rights and intellectual advance- 
ment not found in contemporaneous histery. Thus literature was fostered 
and encouraged by benign laws formulated by OMamh Fodlha nearly 
one thousand years before the Christian era, and, perfected by Cormac Me- 
Art, Irigh became a language of rare grace and vigor and the polished 
medium of every form of literary composition. 

The Irish were a lettered people when neighboring countries were steeped 
in darkness andignorance. St. Patrick came to Ireland in 482; and Kings, 


Princes, bards, druids, and brehons bowed to the cross. Countless institu-' 


tions of learning were establish ed, and in less than u century after St. 


Patrick's death Ireland was known as the light of Europe. 


For three hundred years—the sixth, seventh, and eighth cee - ln 
land contained the leading educational institutions of Europe. Her schools 


were numerous and celebrated. Armagh, Olonmacnoise, Clonard, Cashel, . 


Lismore, Clonfert, Derry, and Bangor were among the best known. The 
attendance at these institutions ranged at from 3,000 to 7,000. Seekers of 


---seience and knowledge came from Britain and the continent to study in 


these great schools and universities of the West. 

The golden age of Irish literature terminated with the Danish invasion, 
about the year 800, A fearful struggle was waged with these berbarians for 
a period of 200 years, and be it known that the Danes made it a special part 

of their ** warfare to burn and destroy all books and records that came 


— 


according to the work performed. 

Anarchism reasons that, as social production is resulting in 80 much ie 
justice, social ownership would result in more, not seeing that the second 
condition would correct the evils produced by the first.

Anarchism holds that the rule of 
the majority is usurpation of the rights of the minority; socialism maintains 
that the rule of minority would be a greater usurpation, and, as the * 
will prevail, hope lies in its enlightenment. 

Anarchism asserts that the ballot is of no avail, that legislation is nne! 
socialism that the ballot is the one and supreme weapon, and that through 
legislation can changes be best effected. Anarchism inveighs against polit- 
ical action; socialism insists that only by the independent political activity of 
the workers can political power be secured, and political power is necessary to 
establish commonwealth.

New York, Sept: 21.—[Special.]—The twelfth 
series | for the America cup will 
begin next weék, the opening race between 
Columbia, the defender, and Shamrock II., 
the challenger, being scheduled for Thursday. 
America won the cup in 1851, and since the 
cup has been made an international chal- 
lenge trophy there have been eleven chal- 
lenges. Ten times the cup has been raced 
for by yachts of foreign countries, and now 
the eleventh attempt to take it sway is to be 
made. When America won the cup it sailed 
against a fleet. The cup was then offered for 
a race between yachts of all nations, to be 
sailed without time allowance. The course 
was around the Isle of Wight, and America, 
owned by ‘members of the New York Yacht 
club, won. Some years afterward the cup 
was deeded.to the New York Yacht club, to be 
held as a perpetual challenge cup, and after 
fifty years the club still holds the trophy. 

This year’s series is the second time Sir 
Thomas Lipton has tried to lift the cup,” 
and perhaps no more popular challenger ever 
made the attempt. It is conceded,-too, by 


experts that he has a much better chance to 
win than last time, for Shamrock II. is cer- 
tainly a much faster boat than Shamrock I. 
The start of the races this year has twice 
been postponed? first because of the accident | 
to Shamrock II. and later because of the. 
death of President McKinley. But the races 
will surely start next Thursday, and great 
sport is certain to be the result, whichever 


boat wins. Yachtsmen, while admitting the

story of this man, who within a year would 
have retired from the service with the ade- 
quate provision for life which Uncle Sam 
gives to all men w ollow his flag contin- 
uously for thirty years. Haarscher was a 
Frenchman. In some ways he was peculiar. 
e was a model of neatness; discipline, and 
intelligence and was never in the guard- 
house, yet notwithstanding this and the fact 
that he ‘was offered the position many times 
he always refused to become a 
sioned officer. -Haarscher was a beau. At 
every post at which hé was stationed he was 
the leader among the enlisted men’s gayeties. 
„Twenty times it was thought that Haarscher 
“was about to give over the service and get 
married, but twenty times Haarscher didn’t 
do ff. It is said that 4 day comes to all men. 
It came to Haarscher. The supposedly con- 
firmed old bachelor met the sister of a for- 
mer comrade and fell in love. The comrade 
had married at Fort Sheridan and going into 
civil life was living his near 
post. Haarscher seen ten 
secutive service at Sheridan. 424 
comrade’s sister came from the East for a 


visit. Haarscher, so the story goes, @uc- 


cumbed and offered himself with the straight- 
forwardness of a soldier. The‘girl was many 
years the soldier's junior. Her answer was 
no. 


The next day Haarscher went to the foot 


of the flagstaff at Fort Sheridan and ended 
his life with a bullet. During his years of 
service he had saved quite a little money. 
When the authorities went through his ef- 


witnessed, but signed unmistakably by his 
own hand. “It directed that his money be 
given to the infant son of his 
brother of the girl who had rejected him. 
The United States government claims the 
money because the will was not witnessed. 
A strong effort is being made to secure the 
money for the child for whom the dead sol- 
dier intended it.

Th e patients that interested me most were 
these suffering from scurvy (scorbutus).

quite common, more especially during the 
early months of summer. We were shown 
at least a dozen cases representing the dif- 
ferent phases or stages of the disease. The 
most dangerous form is characterized by 
profuse hemorrhages from the bowels and 


‘bleeding from the gums. Another variety 


manifests itself by bleeding. between the 
muscies of the leg and thigh, and the Cos- 
sacks are particularly prone to this form of 
the disease.

Among the mounted large game of Siberia ‘frequently seen and gives rise to a spindle- 


shaped, painful swelling over the long bones 
affected. More than one of the military sur- 
geons present were inclined to believe that 
scurvy is a microbic disease. One attack 
appears to predispose to another rather than 
create an immunity). 

The city or general hospital for the relief 
of the injured and sick poor was built in 1871. 
It has a capacity for 250 patients and is sup- 
ported in part by the government and charit- 
ably disposed citizens. The patients who are 
able pay nine rubles a month. The building 


is in a handsome par near the right bank of 


the Angara. It is presided over by a chief 
surgeon, Dr. Korzigin, and five attending. 
physicians. The latter ate recent graduates, 


who receive a salary of 900 rubles a year. 


The furnishings and beds are of a somewhat 
primitive nature. The outdoor department 
takes care of from sixty to elghty patients 
daily. .Red Cross nurses and female barber 
surgeons do most of the nursing. 


Women as Barber Surgeons. 

In this hospital female barber surgeohs 
are educated. The pupils are the daughters 
of the middle class, with a common school 
education. After graduation they receive a 
small salary. Their services appear to be 
acceptable to the medical staff. After they 
receive their license, after four years’ study, 


all of the patients are treated in accordance and have passed a satisfactory examination,

Sniggs and his little sack 


Charitable Institutions of Irkutsk, 
Irkutsk, in the interior of Siberia, thou 
sands of miles distant from any of the cen- 
ters of education, furnishes an interesting 
object lesson to the outer world in its many 
humane and charitable institutions. Some 
of its older citizens have grown wealthy 
through legitimate channels that were opened 
to them by an active business career long 
before the whistle of the locomotive dis- 
turbed the quietude of the little inland city. 
Some of these millionaires felt that they had 
a duty to perform toward the city that gave. 
them the opportunity to accumulate wealth. 
In this regard the good millionaires of Ir- 
kutsk have set an example worthy of imita- 
tion. A number of the many Greek churches 
were built by money from private sources. 


One of these churches was bullt at an ex- 


pense of over $300,000 and all the money was 
contributed by a single individual. Where 
is the church in Chicago that can relate a 
similar story? 

The Polytechnic Institute, a counterpart 


of the Armour Institute in Chicago, was 


bullt and adequately endowed by another of 
Irkutsk’s public spirited citizens. But the 
institutions of charity that I am particularly 
anxious te mention and describe are th- 
Foundlings Home and Children’s Hospital, 
the’ creation of a single family. The mere 
mention of these noble institutions ought to 


be enough to make many of our millionaires 


blush with shame. 
One of the noblest institutions is Basanoff's 
Children's Hospital. It was built and en- 
dowed by the Basanoff family. It is sur- 
rounded by a large park and is located on 
an eminence overlooking the Angara Valley.

| How Foundlings Are Named. 
It is interesting to know how they receive 
their name. The Greek Catholic Church 
has a saint for every day in the year, and 
the child’s first name is the name of the saint 
of the day on which it is baptized. The 
family name is always the same—Romanoff 
—the name of the ruling house of: Russia. 
The children are all vaccinated at the age 
of 3 to 4 months. The institution has full 
charge of the children until they reach the 
age of 6, when they are disposed of by adop- 
fion. If for any reason they again become 
orphans they can return to the home for 
aid and counsel. The surplus of the annual 
income is spent in making improvements, 
This institution differs from a similar one 
much larger in Moscow in that it is in no 
wise under the control of the general gov- 
ernment.

This comparatively small 
city in the heart of Siberia has a number 
of institutions devoted to the care of the 
sick, poor, and orphans, founded and perma- 
nently endowed, that speak vo!umes of praise 
for a number of its wealthy and charitably 
disposed citizens. One of these should not 
be forgotten.
